3. The burden of accepting a. i supporting any Cuban 
who wishes to come here is on the l J. No provision was 
made to get the US Governments consent to the influx. 

Castro even made a point of the fact that it was Washington 
which had halted the twice-daily Cuoan refugee flights to 
Miami which took place up to the t;uae of the Cuban missile 
crisis in October 1962. 

4. Cuban media have emphasized that the initiative 
for renewing emigration was wholly Cuban, that all arrange- 
ments and conveniences are being provided for those who 

wish to leave, and that the US , for its part, has not acceded 
to Castro's suggestions for aiding the flow — for example, 
that he provide twice-daily flights to Miami. 

5. Of the approximately 200 recent arrivals in Miami, 
most have been elderly slum dweller 3 from Havana. Many 
are illiterate. Of 35 who arrived together on 13 October, 

13 were 60 years of age or older (several were over 80) , 
two were mentally retarded, one v.a. deaf, and two were 
children.
